a in the Cigarette Act---but that field has already been 
gov 4. This is a Routine to be presented AT A MOMBHT'B NOTICE--- 
by merely reaching for a orrowed cigarette---and proceeding. In 
that field I fhink it is unique.

Now FOR A YEW SECRETS 


First when we lighted the cigarette we lighted it on the 
TOP EDGE only---of our “Sheeny" light. How to make that cert- 
ain. When about to light the cigarette place it in the mouth 
@ second and bring the moistened tongue against the lower edge 
of the cigarette. This will Guarantee *sheeny" light 
rx of it burning down. Personally, I do not bother 
with this long practice has enabled me to get the same re- 
sults by another method which is too hard to explain in writing. 
This is why the cigarette does not burn THE THUMB when held in 
position shown in Humber 48---and the larger explanatory view 
of the same shown in PHOTO 60. ‘

other article in your breast pocket is uséd as a shield--- 
BY POKING AN ORDINARY: POCKET » CHIEF THE SAID BEVBLOYE 
OR WALIZT AMD THE OUTER SIDE OF THE COAT---forcing the en 
Yelope toward the inner side of the pocket edge. How any 
lighted cigarette may be safely poked or wedged in, and would 
remain clippe ecurely between the edges of the envelope and 
the pocket edge. It will not burn t: nvelope (which is prob- 
ably of no importance) in these few seconds. Hor will it harm 
@ wallet---though it would of course, burn cloth or fabric in 
etantly, if it were not for this novel little idea.

Another secret is that the performer (AS YOU WILL KEMBLBEN--- G2 
IN FOBITION PHOTO 55)---LEAHS FORWARD while looking toward knees 

raising first one and then the other. This swings the coat for- 

ward and keeps the cigarette away from any possible contact with 

the shirt or vest according to how the performer is dressed in 

this impromptu routine. 


Finally, about the lighted cigarette which falls(the Slow- 
Drop Vanlemecdces it not burn the hands into which it falloff It 
does not. Usually it drops safe side down that isswith the top 
light uppermost. If it doesn'tyin lowering your hand you can 

turn your hand a bit either way so that it rolls to a comfortable 
position,or by raising one of the fingers just back of the hot- 
point it can be levered up so that it does not burn. But for emer- 
gencies refer to PHOTO 63 and 64 which shows how the cigarette 
can be gripped betwoen the first and third fingers---then by 
otraightening the hand the lighted point of the cigarette is lift- 
ed or levered upward a fraction of an inch so that it does not 
contact the left paln. 


Thies concludes my impromptu cigarette routine and I hope you 
will find it an attractive addition to your impromptu or profeap 
idoneal program.
